Applicant(s) claimed invention is directed to a purifying method of a thermoplastic 
norbornene resin in which organic impurities, ionic impurities and metallic impurities and 
particle are eliminated by a cleaning liquid. 

The crux of the invention lies in the discovery that the use of 2-propanol or mixed 
solvent of 2-propanol and water provides a purifying method that is superior to those 
commonly employed in the art while avoiding the problems commonly associated 
therewith. Such has neither been anticipated by nor made obvious from the 
prior art.
